Have the League of Nations proved a failure? Have the efforts of 
millions of people to put into effect the principle of collective security for 
the nations of the earth been abortive? Should the League, in the light 
of recent events, be abandoned and allowed to die? 
already gagged, helpless and practically defunct ? 

These are questions which are agitating the minds of peace-loving 
people in all the countries of the world to-day? Many who saw the birth 


of the League a few years ago as an insurance policy against. future con- |

tions are to revert to former practices and policies of “dog eat dog and the 
devil take the hindmost.” 

It is pointed out by these pessimists that to date the League has two 
apparent failures to its credit, or should it-be said, to its discredit? They 
refer to the inactivity of the League when Japan two or three years ago 
was allowed to launch unhindered an aggressive campaign to bring Chinese 
territory under control--a process which is still b@ing carried on, and more 
recently the failure of the League's attempt to stem the victorious march 
of Mussolini's troops into Ethiopia, by the application of economic sanctions. 

It is true that Mussolini appears to have achieved his immediate objec- 
tive and not only coriquered Ethiopia, but has also annexed the country as 
an adjunct to the Italian crown, despite the efforts of those countries which 
remained in the League to prevent Italy from gathering the fruits of her 
lawless enterprise. 

The fact, however, should not be overlooked that while Italy has so far 
succeeded in her ambitious program of conquest in Africa, the nations have 
not yet withdrawn sanctions against her and that by the continued applica- 
tion of this form of pressure it is st sible to force the victor to dis- 
gorge, if not all, at least a portion of te spoils of an illegal war. 

In other words the flouted members of the League still have it within 
their power to demonstrate to Mussolini that international lawleseness does 
not pay. All that-is needed, as ‘pointed out recently by the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune is decisiveness, “The members of the League,” said the Tribune, “can, 
by showing a little courage and determination at this juncture make it more 
of.a living and vital force than it has ever been,” but this ‘newspaper adds, 
“unless they show some courage and determination in the present circum- 
stances the League of Nations and collective security will vanish like the 
snows of yesteryear.” 

The Tribune further points out that Mussolini after all has only won 
the first race and “is still racing against time in the application of the 
economic sanctions which are slowly but surely strangling Italy into sub- 
miasion. He cannot win that race unless the League members weaken and 
allow him to escape from the inexorable pressure.” 

There are very cogent reasons why wavering faith in the League 
should be restored. * One of them is the urgent desire of the great masses 
of the people in the majority of the countries of the world for peace and 
sécurity, so essential if economic recovery and progress is to be made. All 
that is necessary is for these people to strengthen the hands of their repre- 
sentatives by impressing upon them this viewpoint. 

Another and very potent reason is the necessity for continuance and 
strengthening of the League and its powers if civilization is to be pre- 
served. There is no blinking the fact that the majority of the European 
nations are arming to the teeth and that in some cases at least, conquest 
and subjugation are unrevealed motives. If that is true, a strong League 
is the only hope of security ffom further aggressiort may well in- 
volve the entire world. 

Warnings of this very grave ‘danger have recéntly been uttéred by some 
of the outstanding statesmen of several countries and they are warnings 
that should not go unheeded. 

? That such a war is not only possible but “inevitable” is the opinion 
of General Ludendorf of Germany who makes this very clear in his new 
book whose very little is significant, “The Total War”. According to a com- 
mentator on this book in Les Annales of Paris, Ludendorf only admits a 
war which engages the existence of the entire nation—-men, women and 
children; in other words, a war conducted without mercy, “its only aim being 
the total annhilation of the enemy.” 

Apparently a strengthened and revivified League is the only hope of 
security the nations can nats ageinst such “a war of srighhiuineas, es

in cultivated fields. In a recent issue 
of Scientific Agriculture,” T. K 
Paviychenko and J. B. Harrington of 
Saskatchewan University of Saska- 
toon give some interesting informa- 
tion on the subject, together with 
results of experiments carried out at 
the Weed Nursery of the Univer- 
sity s experimental farm. ~ 

+« Observations over a period of sev- 
etal years indicate that competition 
between overlapping root systems 
takes place long before the tops of 
the plants begin to shade one an- 
other. In short, competition com- 
mences under the soil surface when 
the root systems overlap in their 
search for water and food, and mani- 
fests itself immediately in the re- 
tarded development of the top 
growth, becoming intensified by the 
top grow competition for light, 
only after sMyding of one plant by 
another has en place. 

Moisture, tl predominant limiting 
factor in pit growth on the open 
plains of Western Canada, is the 
most important consideration in 
weeds versus crop competition in 
that area. In one of the experiments 
it was found that the yield of Mar- 
quis wheat was 40 per cent. lower 
in plots infested with wild mustard 
than in plots free from weeds. Plants 
of grey. wheat, and wild oats, 
grown alone in areas ten feet square, 
attained approximately ten Aimes as 
large a growth of top and root sys- 
tem as plants grown in ordinary six- 
inch drill rows.

Records listed ’ 1,445,581 major 
crimes in 1935, Kahn said, of which 
12,000 were murders. These crimes 
and rackets cost each individual in 
the country an — of $120 
yearly.

Cause Of Timber Decay 


Wood Rot Is Blamed On Calcium 
Bicarbonate 

A new theory of the origin of 

timber decay was put forward by Dr. 

‘EH. A. Rudge, of the Technical Col- 
lege, Cardiff, in a lecture at the 
Timber Exchange in London. 

, Whereas attention in the past has 
been mainly concentrated on micro- 
organisms, whether bacterial or 
fungal, Dr. Rudge believes that the 
essential cause of decay in timber 
is chemical. 

‘In pursuit of hig quest, Dr. Rudge 
has examined specimens of wood of 
such varied origins as a centuries- 
old London conduit, Thames-side 
foundations believed to date from 
1714, wood which has lain for 45 
years beneath a blast furnace, and 
gate posts from country farms. 

For the initiation ‘of all decay he 
blames the’ infiltration of the wood 
by water containing calcium bicar- 
bonate,/ a near chemical relative of 
common chalk. 


Not Mixture Of Spices 


Alispice Is Fruit Of Tree Which 
Grows In Jamaica 

Many housewives who have used 
allspice in their cakes and puddings 
are under the impression that it is 
a mixture of several spices, but in 
reality it is the tiny fruit of a tree 
which grows in profusion on. the 
islarid of Jamaica.

The Origin Of Many Garden Flowers 
Atrown In Canada

Works Directly On Mind 


Recently Developed Drug Relieves 
Pain After Surgical Operation 

A drug which works directly on 
the mind to relieve pain after surgi- 
cal operations, and which he said 
rids surgery completely of the need 
for the habit-forming morphine and 
opium now commonly used, was re- 
ported to the American Psychiatric 
Association at St. Louls by Thomas 
J. Heldt, M.D., of the Henry Ford 
Hospital, Detroit. 

The drug is a recently developed 
hypnotic. Under the name of “X”, 
Dr. Heldt said, it was used in 100 
major operations. Only he and one 
physician knew what it was. Nurses 
and patients supposed it was some- 
thing like morphine. 

Its results were compared with) 
100 other major operations using| 
morphine and opium. It worked 
more effectively to still pain than 
the habit-forming drugs. 

Its success is based on the prin- 
ciple that pain is partly psychic, 
sometimes entirely “so, as showp 
when under excitement women sayv- 
ing their children, or soldiers in bat- 
tle feel no pain. 

The purpose of the Ford pain 
treatment is to avoid excitement, but 
te create by aid of the new drug a 
‘state of mind under which pain is 
not keen. This experiment grew out 
of experience well known to medi- 
cal men, in which post-operative | 
pain has been relieved, 
times even the amount of anaesthetic 
Breatly reduced by “conditioning” 
the patient in advance by talks with 
his physician or surgeon.

The estate consists of 
only half an acre and the farming 
season lasts but three months, yet 
on that small area and in that short 


space of time thousands are bred and 
born and reared. The farm in ques 
tion is situated at Bexley Heath in 
England, and is engaged in rearing 
butterflies. All round the small 
farm every species of tree, shrub, 
and plant, loved by these insects, 
has to be grown, and wherever pos- 


sible the cages in which the butter- 
flies have to live for their short lives 
must have growing in them or 
through them the plant they most 
In captivity the farmer can 
breed nearly 100 per cent., while tn 
the wild state seldom more than one 
or two ever reach the perfect insect 
state. Thousands of the caterpillars 
of the various hawk moths, tiger 
moths and other insects are régred 
and sold to private ctlectos: Sy 
logical gardens, research ilabort- 
tories, particularly those of economic 
entomology; and research in gesto- 
logy, and those dealing in statistics 
in breeding. Tens of thousands of 
cinnabar moths in the pupa stage 
have been sold to New Zealand to be 
bred out there as this insect feeds 


‘on rag-wort, a weed that is as big a 


nuisance down under as sow thistle 
is here. The Germans sent for 6,000 
tortoise shell butterfiles to experi- 
ment with a new color dye to be ob- 
tained from their wings. Ten thou- 
sand green-veined whites were sent 
to Cambridge University for pig- 
mentation experiment. Seven thou- 
sand swallow-tails also were sent to 
establish a melanic strain, This but- 
terfly farm is really an extraordinary 
undertaking and pays well, but I 
expect that most of us will stick to 
our own grain and dairy business,

automobile exhaust.

First flowers to be sown are those 
very hardy kinds which naturally re- 
| produce themselves in Canada, such 
as Cosmos, California Poppy, Alys- 
} sum, Calendula and Candytuft. In 
j the second group are the Zinnia, 
Marigold, Nasturtium, Stocks, Aster 
and. Petunia, which do not stand 
Serious frost, and of the tender 
things which must be held back un- 
till all danger of freezing is over, 
are the Dahlias, Cannas and Gjndi- 
olus. As the latter are all bulbal and 
be! not come up until a week or so 
after planting, they may be risked 
within a few days of the arrival of 
| really warm weather. One is well 
advised to save a little seed of each 
variety from all plantings in order 
to fill in inevitable “misses” caused 
by drought, washings or other things 
beyond control. In the perennial 
flower bed there will also be gaps 
where winter-killing has occurred, 
| These may be filled in with quick 
growing annuals, 

Seed should not he sown too deep 
and plants should not be allowed to 
grow too close together. Very fine 
seed like that of the poppy and alys- 
sum, for instance, is best mixed with 
a little sand and the mixture sown, 
otherwise the seed will not go very 
far and will be put in much too close 


together, With such small seed 
merely pressing into finely prepared 
*soil will be sufficient. e general 


rule is to sow to a depth of three 
times the diameter of the seed. This 
will mean pressing in most flowers, 
except things like Castor Beans, 
Nasturtiums and Sweet Peas, which 
are large and should be covered 
about an inch deep, Bulbs or corms, 
like the Dahlia, and Gladiolus may 
be put down quite a piece, from four 
inches to a foot, Fine vegetable 
seed such as lettuce and carrots is 
merely pressed well into the soil and 
raked lightly over, beets buried 
about half an inch and beans and 
peas about an inch. Thinning of 
both flowers and vegetables is most 
important after the plants are up an 
inch or so, With flowers a good rule 
is to have half as much space be- 
tween as the plants will be high. 
This will be about a foot between 
ordinary Marigold, Petunias and As- 
ters, two to three feet between Cos- 
mos and Dahlias, but only an inch 
or so separating tiny Alyssum, Lo- 
belia and other edging plants. Well 
spaced flowers will be more sturdy 
and thus resist heavy wind and rain. 
Even the smallest vegetables such as 
lettuce and radish must be thinned 
too. An inch or so will be sufficient 
and that is also all the room that 
will be needed for carrots and beets, 
because when thege things have de- 
veloped roots an inch thick-and two 
or three long, every other plant 
should be removed and used, and this 
prpceeding followed until the whole 
row is used up.
